REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


Our  schools  this  year  liave  been  quite  generally  successful.  Pru- 
dential Committees  have  taken  paius  to  secure  as  good  teachers  as 
possible,  and  pupils  have  usually  co-jpenited  with  their  teachers 
with  commeiKlaole  good  will  and  zeal.  All  want  the  best  teachers, 
but  there  are  not  half  enough  of  that  class  to  supply  all  our  small 
schools. 

Keports  show  that  in  some  towns  districts  are  being  united  to 
secure  larger  and  more  interesting  schools  with  ampler  means  to 
command  the  services  of  the  best  teachers.  By  a  law  of  1878  teu 
per  cent  of  school-money  can  be  used  for  conveyance  of  childi'en 
who  reside  more  thau  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  school  house. 
Successful  teaching  depends  in  a  considerable  degree  upon  the  con- 
dition of  the  school,  just  as  successful  work  with  your  mowing 
machine  depends  upon  the  irim  of  your  field- 

Our  schools  now  have  t,)  compete  against  mauy  outside  attrac- 
tions. The  juvenile  literature  of  the  day  is  especially  potent  with 
varied  interests  of  entertaining  stoiies  aud  illustrations,  which, 
while  very  useful  and  delightful  in  their  way,  yet  tend  to  dull  the 
appetites  of  children  and  youth  for  plain,  substantial  knowledge  to 
be  acquired  by  earnest  study.  Our  schools,  therefore,  need  to  be 
supplied  with  all  reasonable  means  of  counter-interest.  Public 
sentiment  is  not  generally  favorable  to  the  old-fashioned  ideas  and 
methods  of  strict  discipline  either  in  schools  or  in  families.  Itis 
held  th;it  children  have  a  right  to  "grow"  up,  "naturally,"  rather 
than  to  be  "trained  up"  in  the  way  they  should  go.  Practically, 
also,  children  are  children,  really,  now  for  but  few  years.  The 
average  term  for  common-school  education  is,  according  to  latest 
authority,  from  the  age  of  six  to  fourteen.  In  that  time  the  ma- 
jority of  our  cliildren  must  receive  not  only  their  "general  educa- 
tion"— "that  which  forms  capable  aud  honest  men  and  women," 
but  also  the  "practical  basis,"  at  least,  for  "the    technical  educa- 
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tioD  wiiich  fills  them  for  some  profession  or  trade  by  means  of 
which  they  can  gixia  their  livelihood."  The  Primary  years  there- 
lore,  are  oi prime  imporuiiice,  lor  the  gaining  both  of  knowledge 
and  the  love  of  knowledge. 

I  wish  all  could  read  tlie  last,  report  of  State  Superintendent 
Downs  upon  this  toi)ic  to  which  I  alluded  also  last  year.  Young 
children  learn  with  marvelous  rapiaiiy  and  gain  so  long  as  they 
learn  according  to  the  order  of  nature  ''by  seeing,  hearing,  touch- 
ing, handling,  tasting,  objects." 

The  chief  poverty  of  our  sciiools  in  tliis  town  is  in  the  almost 
total  lack  of  suitable  means  for  making  school  life  and  school  work 
ift^ereiftft^  and  efficient  according  lo  the  well-knowu  laws  of  child 
nature. 

Some  of  our  schools  are  becoming  over-burdened  and  confused 
with  numerous  classes,  and  there  is  some  call  for  new  text  books. 
Our  Arithmetics,  especially,  need  to  oe  changed,  so  as  to  more 
nearl}'  correspond  with  the  operations  of  the  world-wide  commer- 
cial business  of  our  limes. 

The  statistics,  I  present  in  a  tabular  view  for  the  sake  of  ready 
comparisons,  and  as  a  part  of  the  preparation  for  a  proper  report 
to  the  State  Superindent,  as  required  by  law. 

My  services  have  been  as  follows  :  Examination  of  ten  teac.iers, 
at  as  man>  different  times,  18  hours;  57  visits  to  35  terms  of  school, 
so  as  to  give  an  average  of  4  hours  in  school  to  each  term,  requir- 
ing al)out  4  hours  for  each  visit,  far  or  near,  192  hours;  ^38,  trips 
with  team  t;>  make  49  of  the  visits,  requiring  an  average  of  4  1-2 
liours  per  trip  (including  time  in  school),  and  nearly  500  .miles  of 
travel  in  all,  175  hours;  revision  of  i-egisters  and  making  reports 
to  the  town  and  State,  according  to  law,  4  or  5  days;  making  in 
all  25  or  26  days  of  my  own  time,  and  about  18  days  of  team ;  for 
which  service,  considering  i';s  kind,  fifty  dollars  should  not  seem 
excessive  compensation.

Pull  the  rod  by  the  handle  till  it  lifts  the  pin,  then  with  the  foot  swing  the  wing 
towards  the  centre;  letting  go  of  the  rod  it  will  fasten  itself  on  a  line  with  the 
beam.  Reverse  the  plow  same  as  usual.  Pull  the  rod  again,  and  with  the  foot 
push  the  wing  into  place,  when'itwill  fasten.
